second mathod, however, detarmlnea 
both the direction and the velocity, 
w ithou t regard to the distance.

SUPREME COURT APPOINTMENTS. 
>Jn the brief sp ace of three and a half years, five 
members of the United States su p rem e cou rt have 
been named. W ith the ap p ointm ent of Attorney G en­ 
eral H arlan F. Htone by President Coolldgo to fill 
the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of Ju dge 
Josep h .McKenna, five changes have ‘8akcn p lace In 
the highest law tribu nal In America since the late 
W arren G. H arding took office In 1920. 
There are nine m em bers of the su p rem e court. 
Thu s thif ap p ointm ents made u nder one ad m in is­ 
tration constitu te a m ajority of the ccu rt.^ The c re ­ 
ation of a new m ajority of the cou rt by a single ad- i 
ministration Is a striking dem onstration of the fact 
th at when the p eop le choose a p resident, they also s e ­ 
lect a man who may he, throu gh his ap p ointm ents, 
tho arbiter of great Issues throu gh several generations 
to come. 
There are men who have served on the 
su p remo bench for over a qu arter of a centu ry, In- 
chiding Ju stice McKenna, the last to^retire. This fact 
Is sup p osed to add a p erm anency to their work and 
to shield It against the radically changing tides of 
p ublic sentim ent. 
At the same time it adds to the 
Imp ortance of exercising u nu su al deliberation 
and 
care In the selection of m em bers for p laces on the 
bench. 
While no p eriod In American history has seen more 
changes In tho member.shlp of the su p rem e cou rt, all 
of the ap p ointm ents m ade by Mr. H arding and Mr. 
Coolidge have been m ost satisfactory. 
Chief Ju stice 
T aft was the first ap p ointee of the late p resident. 
Following In the order of their ap p ointm ents are 
Associate Ju stices Su therland, B u tler and Sanford. 
All had achieved marked distinction In the legal p ro ­ 
fession at the time of their elevation to the su p rem e 
bench. I ’olltlcs entered only Incidentally in the m a t­ 
ter of their selection. 
So long as ap p ointm ents re ­ 
main on the p lane of those masle In the last three 
iind a half years, there can be no seriou s objection to 
the p revailing method of selection.

The record reveals th a t the hu nters are Invading 
the last sanctu aries of wild life in America In ever 
Increasing numbers. 
In .the 
Maine w'oods for In­ 
stance. where game Is still found p lentifully, there 
wa.s an Increase of 1,206 p er cent. 
In Michigan the 
hu nting licenses showed an Increase of 1,372 p er cent. 
Wyoming, W ashington and New H am p shire all re ­ 
p orted Increase of over 225 p er cent In the hu nting 
p erm its Issued. 
For a time, owing to Constant vigilance in the en ­ 
forcement of game laws, N ebraska’s p rairie chickens 
and grouse became more p lentiful in the western' 
sandhills. 
Even the most aggressive action by tho 
game w ardens has p roved Ineffectual, however. In 
restricting the Inroads made by a constantly growing 
arm y of hu nters. 
Chicken and grrouse have not been 
so p lentiful the last two years In western Nebraska. 
I'nless something Is done to cu rb the hu nters, they 
will gradu ally disap p ear. 
It may become necess.ary in a few years to p ro­ 
hibit hu nting ilntll wdid game has had an op p ortu nity 
to recover from the invasion of hu nters.

Is th^ Hterllng-Ueed 
edu ca­ 
tional bill p roviding for a federal 
dep artm ent of edu cation and look­ 
ing forward to federal p artlcli)atlon 
In 
the edu cational 
work of 
the 
states. 
This Is simp ly and solely 
an edu cational measu re and Is su p - 
j)orte<l by the NatlonaW Edu cation 
association and some tw enty n a ­ 
tional organizations of women. 
There have been three criticisms 
of the Sterllng-Reed bill, (1) that 
It p rop oses to establish an edu ca­ 
tional bu reau cracy In W ashington 
to tandardlze edu cation p rocedu re 
throu ghou t the cou ntrj': 
(2) th at 
the dep artm ent could comp el chil­ 
dren of till races to attend the tam e 
schools In the sou thern states; and 
(3) It Is the Intent and p urp o.se to 
destroy nil p arochial and p rivate 
schools. 
The su p p orters of the bill 
give an emp hatic negative to the 
three criticisms. Nevertheless there
